America is going to be 
short 
some 5,000 teachers within the next 
five years unless som ething is done 
to encourage the nation’s y o u n g 
people to enter the profession. 
That was the w arning issued by 
a panel of Ohio State University 
educators and students appearing 
Monday night before a meeting of 
the Fayette County chapter of Del­ 
ta Kappa C.amma, the national hon­ 
orary society for teachers and ed­ 
ucators. 
Serving on the panel w e r e 
Dr. Collins Burnette, coordinator 
of student personnel in the Col­ 


lege of Education at OSU, and 
Miss Key Morter and Miss Mary 
Weaver, members of the student 
council at the ‘College of Educa­ 
tion. 
The figures on which Dr. Burn­ 
ette based his prediction were the 
current and expected enrollm ents 
at schools of education, plus the 
predicted requirem ents for teach­ 
ers between now and 1960. 
School officials expect th at they 
will need 8.000 teachers in these 
five years, but Burnette said that 
only 3,000 are now available. The 
m arket is wide open for all teach-

For a great m any years March 
I, or near that date, has been 
recognized as the annual moving 
tim e for farm tenants. 
However there are com paratively 
few such changes being made this 
year, due to the sm all m im ber of 
farm s for rent. 
Years ago when farm tenants 
were much more num erous than 
a t the present, scores of tenants 
changed locations each year. In 
m any instances one tenant farm 
house was not cold from the fires 
of the previous tenant, until t h e 
new tenant moved- in and took over. 
In this way an endless chain of 
changes took place and a regular 
moving tim e was necessary so that 
tenants who were forced to move 
would have a place to go. 
With modern farm equipm ent and 
fewer farm s for rent, the num ber 
of farm tenants 
has 
decreased 
greatly in the last 25 to 40 years. 


WASHINGTON (JV -Just a year 
ago today four P uerto Rican fanat­ 
ics sprang up in a visitors gallery 
and sprayed the House Cham ber 
with bullets.

Col. Salah do­ 
llar, termed the attack the big­ 
gest clash on the Israeli Egyp­ 
tian frontier since the 19Pl Pal 
estine Armistice.

spokesm an in Jerusalem announc­ 
ed that the Egyptians had attack­ 
ed an Israeli arm y unit and a “ b at­ 
tle ensued which started in Israel 
territory and continued 
into 
the 
(Egyptian-held) Gaza S trip ” The 
spokesm an said the “ enem y forc­ 
es were repulsed” and the Israelis 
“ suffered a number of casualties.”

rounded the arm y unit last night, 
blasted it with m ortars and demo­ 
lition charges, and then ambushed 
a truckload of 36 troops rushed to 
the position.

The five-term 
governor 
used 
$10 million from the state treas­ 
ury surplus to balance the oper­ 
ating budget he offered 
to the 
Legislature last 
night 
together 
with a message 
which insisted 
the lawmakers impose no new 
taxes on the people of Ohio. 
The use of surplus money t > fi­ 
nance the state’s “ living e x p e n d s” 
for the next two years riled Sen­ 
ate M ajority Leader 
C. 
Stanley 
Mechem (R-Athens) and Sen. Tom 
V. Moorehead 
(R - M uskingum), 
Senate Finance Com mittee chair­ 
m an, 
“ I never heard of such a thing,” 
snorted Mechem, operator of sev­ 
eral retail shoe stores. “ If I expect 
to operate my business for the next 
two years, I’m not going to do it 
by using my last two years* profit. 
And the state shouldn’t use its sur­ 
plus from the last two years to pay 
its bill for the next two.” 
Com m ented M oorehead: 
“An unbalanced budget! That’s 
great! If the state’s income for 
the next two years doesn’t equal 
the amount the state plans 
to 
spend, then the budget 
doesn’t 
balance. 
“ Everyone knows that two years 
from now the state will be expect­ 
ed to spend at least as much as it 
does in the next two years, but the 


surplus money may not be there. 
What do w'e do then?” 
The bulk of Lausche’s 
recom ­ 
mended increases 
would 
go 
to 
schools, poor relief and salaries for 
m ore employed in the state's men­ 
tal hospitals. 
The boosts for schools, simply 
because more and m ortf youngs­ 
ters are flooding into the schools, 
would be $31 million. Poor relief 
would jum p $14!/2 million and near­ 
ly $9ti million would be allocated 
for more employes in m ental in­ 
stitutions. 
The general 
revenue 
budget 
proposed by Lausche amounts to 
nearly $732 million. Two years 
ago, he recommended $655 mil­ 
lion, the Legislature appropriat­ 
ed $662 million and nearly $672 
million actually was spent. 
Thus, his $732-million recom m en­ 
dation for the next two years is 
only $60 million above the actual 
spending for the last two years. 
If the Republican Legislature is 
to escape what Mechem called “the 
deficit financing” of Lausche’s bud 
get, some $10 million will have to 
be trim m ed from it before GOP 
leaders can 
present 
w hat 
they 
feel is a “ balanced budget.” 
Two years ago, the 
Associated 
press reported the 
state 
govern 
m ent would cost every m an, wo­ 
m an and child in Ohio $1 a week in 
the two years ending June 30, 1955 
It actually cost about $1.02. 
Under sim ilar figures, including 
the population increase, the cost of 
the Lausche budget would be about

3rd Atomic Test 


Lights Up Desert 


LAS VEGAS, Nev, Gf)—The third 
shot of the 1955 atom ic tests con­ 
verted the predawn darkness into 
daylight for a brilliant moment at 
5:30 a. rn. today. 
Observers here said it was the 
largest flash of this year’s series. 
Ii flared yellow at first, then o r­ 
ange and finally faded away. 
The flash lighted up light clouds 
and flash seem ed to go up unus­ 
ually high. The flash was plainly 
visible in Los Angeles 250 miles to 
the southwest.

Frankly we find it difficult to see the 


consistency or reasoning of those persons 


who are loudly seeking a reduction in the 
national debt and a balanced national 
budget while at the sa m e tim e dem and­ 
ing an imm ediate cut in federal taxes. 


That an honest effort is being m ade 
toward debt reduction and a balanced 
budget by the present national adminis­ 
tration is evident in the gradual decrease 
of the number of em ployees and the cut­ 
ting down of federal expenses. True, no 
sensational figures to that end have as 
yet been reached, but the effort is under­ 
way and is continuing. 
It 
is 
hard 
lo 
achieve a com pletely satisfactory result 
in little over two y ea rs which w as built 
up for 20 y ears by Roosevelt and Trum an. 


Now,the m ove by certain labor leaders 
and qime a num ber of D em o crats in con­ 
gress to upset slow but sure efforts, by 
a dem and for a ta x reduction at a criti­ 
cal period in the financing, is beyond un­ 
derstanding excep t that those D em ocrats 
and those few Republicans who are doing 
this, feel that it will be a popular move 
and will get them som e extra votes next 


year. 


Some congressional D em ocrats seem in­ 
tent upon retaining for their party the 
“ inflationary” label pinned on it during 
the Trum an Administration. At that time 
D em ocrats on Capitol Hill bitterly resent­ 
ed and repudiated the label, but in the 
84th Congress m any of them seem to be 
living in the part for all they a re worth. 


Their proposal of a $20 income tax cut 
for everybody including dependents, as

cla re s, is at this time “ completely con­ 
tr a ry to the public interest.” At his news 
conference recently President Eisenhow ­ 
e r called it the height of fiscal irresponsi­ 
bility. It is also the rankest kind of dem ­ 


agoguery. 
“ This m ove,” w arns Mr. Hum phrey, “ Is 
playing fast and loose with the welfare 
of 160,000,000 A m erican s by deliberately 
increasing deficit financing—with all its 
inflationary d angers— instead of continu­ 
ing the adm inistration’s 
responsible 
fi­ 
nancial m an agem en t, which has been so 
beneficial for all A m ericans during the 


p ast two y e a rs .” 
To a governm ent trying to clim b out 
from under chronic (and therefore ever 
m ore dangerous) deficits, the D e m o cra tic 
political gesture would add a burden ol 
m ore than $2,000,000,000; according to S ec­ 
re tary Humphrey it would “ just about 
wipe out” the gains already m ad e by the 
Eisenhower regim e. And for w hat pur­ 


pose? To what end? 
Some D em ocrats show p artisan d eter­ 
mination to rev erse Republican efforts to­ 
w ard a balanced budget. They insist upon 
injecting inflationary dope into the blood­ 
stre am of the national econom y during a 


C O P Administration in the hope that ad­ 
ministration could then be saddled with 
the blame for a rise in the^cost of living. 
But such D em o crats ought to be deterred 
by the self-evident fa ct that the gam e 
isn’t worth the can dle; it won’t buy enough 
votes in 1956 to m a tte r.

All costs must be borne by 
voluntary contributions in this com 
ing fund drive. 
The remainder of the county's 
share $2,000, will be divided among 
all the other activities of the local 
chapter.
